Within ths tampls gats wers bulldings
all of Ught Orlental construction. The
maln bulldings contalned the offices of tha
concesslon company and ths bazaar booths
for the sale of Japaness ware. These werp
well stocked.

To one side of the gats was & preten-
tious restaurant bullding At the sxtrems
rear, where the fire siarted, was the
geisha girls' theater. In front of it and to
onae Elde were other structures, in which
the merchants, jugglers, actors and other
inhabitants of the village lived. It was
from this bullding that two of the in.
mates were rescued by the police.

In all, the village contained some half-
dozen structures, including a picturesque
bridge, which spanned a tiny pool of wa-
ter In front of the thsater. The village
was reared by Bt. Louls capital and was
uninsured, the policy expiring on the last
day of the Falr by the diminishing clause.
The cost of the plant was about 0,000,
Anclent Rome, which weat up in smoke
at simost the same Ume that the Falr
Japan bulldicgs were leveled, was consid-
erably west of the latter villags. It con-
sisted of a large semiciroular bullding,

It contained & Roman amphitheater and
other minor bulldings It was diverted
during the latter part of the Fair from its
original purpose of sbowing the life of
the ancient Eomans.
